“It came when William 
Rhoten was killed by a 
shotgun blast in a cabin in 
the mountain section of 
Wallins Creek. in what 
Sheriff R.F. Giles said 
was apparently a drunken 
brawl. | 

Ernest Tye came to 
Jonesville late Saturday

AND CLOSED HUNTING SEA- 
SONS 

‘A meeting of this Commission 
will be held in Richmond, Va., 
Saturday, April 30, 1938, commenc- 
ing at 10:00 A. M., at which time 
the proposal hereinafter stated will 
be considered and acted upon: 

That the open season for hunting 
in the counties east of the Blue 


November 15 to January 20, inclus- 
ive, and in the counties west of the 
Blue Ridge mountains from Novem- 
ber 15 to December 15, inclusive; 
provided, that the open season shall 
not be extended in any cdunty in the 
State now having a shorter open 
season than above proposed for 
hunting any game bird or animal. 
The above shall not apply to any 
game bird or animal that may be 
lawfully hunted prior to November 
15. 

Alternative: That the open hunt- 
ing season on those species now 
closing January 24 shall be extended 
to close January 31, but that it shall 
be unlawful to hunt any bird or ani- 
mal, except foxes, with a gun or 
other firearm, on Tuesdays, Thurs- 
days, and Fridays from December 
1 to December 24 and from January 
2 to January 31, dates inclusive;

Even in rural sections, 
adequate sanitary pro- 
tection, household sereen- 
ing, and fly-swatting will 


greatly neutralize the 
damaging potentialities of 
barnyards. 


The fly must be recog- 
nized for what it is, pespite 
its innocent appearance 
and lack of sting. It will 
then be appreciated that 
no effort is too great to 
help destroy it. And this 
effort, when well directed, 
will not be so much against 
the fly itself, however 
commendable they will be, 
as against, its breeding 
places. 

Fiith is the fly’s great 
and only ally; cleanliness 
its powerful enemy. If 
typhoid deaths and infant 
mortality from diarrheal 
conditions are to be re- 
duced in Virginia this 
spring, summer and aut- 
umn, as well as eventual 
deaths from tuberculosis, 
now is the time to wage 
effective warfare against 
one of their most powerful 
agents--the deadly house- 
fly.

14-Year Sentence Is

A Lee County circuit 
court jury found Ernest 
Tye guilty of the slaying 
of William Rhoten and on 
Wallins Ridge last January 
and recommended that he 
be sentenced to 14 years in 
the state penitentiary.

Others had 
been ruined by yeare of 
low farm prices, over-bur- 
dening debt, unsound 
tenure arrangements, ex- 
haustion of the soil, and 
unscientific one-crep farm- 
ing. All had suffered 
severely from the general 
business collapse. 

Instead of carrying 
these families indefinitely 
on direct relief, the Gov- 
ernment has iried to belp 
them get a new start. It 
is helping them to become 
self-supporting, by giving 
them a little financ.al aid 
and guidance in sound 
farming practices. 

This program now is 
being carried out by the 
Farm Security Adminis- 
tration. It makes small 
loans to farm families who 
cannot get credit from any 
other source, to enabe 
them to buy the tools, 
livestock, seed, ‘and other 
equipment necessary te 
carry on farming eper- 
ations. In some cases, it 
also advances them money 
to buy food and clothing 
until they can make their 
first crop. The Farm§se- 
curity Administration's 
sounty supervisor helps 
each fami.y to work outa 
carefu! plan of farm oper- 
ations, so it will get tne 
best possible use out of the 
money it borrows. 

This serviee of the Farm 
Security Administration is 
called “rehabilitation”

The gain in fertility is 
also worth considering. 
Water flowing away from 
shade on high ground has 
an opportunity to carry and 
distribute the fertility from 
the manure concentrated 
under the trees. If the 
shade is near the low point 
of the pasture or along a 
drainage way, most of the 
manure value escapes and 
is last. 

Trees help prevent wash~ 
ing along streams, but if 
animals are allowed to herd 
near the borders they are 
likely to break down the 
banks, loosen soil, and kill 
other vegetation so that soil 
wastes will counterbalance 
the soil saved by the tree 
roots. It is better, says 
Semple, to fence off such 
trees and to allow the ani- 
mals to reach the stream 
only at particularly favor- 
able spots where the banks 
can be protected.

PUBLIC debt. National. State and local, is believed to be approaching 

SIXTY BILLION DOLLARS. If equally apportioned, each family’s share 

would be almost TWO THOUSAND DOLLARS. This constitutes a FIRST MORT- 
GAGE on what each family owns or earns. 


Government has not one cent that is not collected through taxes. Taxes 
are direct. such as property. income, sales, etc.. or indirect. such as are hidden 
in the cost of rent. food, clothing and other necessaries. 


Many think they can escape the tax ‘burden by passing laws to place it on 
the rich or on business. This will not work because there are not enough rich 
persons or prosperous businesses to bear the cost of present government and 
pay the public debt. Likewise. excessive taxes dry up the sources which pro- 
duce them. ‘The average man must ultimately pay the bill. It is estimated that 
a man owning no property, whe eams $150.00 per month thinks he pays no taxes. 
is paying through indirect taxes hidden in the cost of living. about $300.00 per 
year. Some quotations follow from able and liberal thinkers, whose sympathies 
undoubtedly lie with the average man. 

President Roosevelt at Pittsburgh on October 19, 1932. said: 

“Taxes are paid in the sweat of every man who labors because they are a burden 
on production and are paid through production. If those taxes are excessive. they are 
reflected in idle factories. in tax-sold farms. and in hordes of hungry people. tramping 
the streets and secking jobs in vain. Our workers may never see a tax bill, but they 
pay. They pay in deductions from wages. in increased cost of what they buy. or—as 
now—in broad unemployment throughout the land There is not an unemployed mon. 
there is not c struggling farmer. whose interes! in this subject is not direct and vital 
Tt comes homie te every one of us!” 


That great liberal. the late Mr. Justice Holmes. once said: 

“Whatever form taxes take in their imposition. they mus! be bome by the consumer. 
that is. mainly by the working-men and fighting-men of the community. It is well thet they 
should have this fact brought home to them. and not too much disguised by the form in 
which the taxes are imposed.” 

Matthew Woll Vice-President of the American Federation of Labor. re- 
cently said: 

“— — it mekes no difference whether these taxes cre paid in the first instance by 
big business, ind; the public utilities, the railroads. the banks or insurance com- 
panies. it is the consumer whe pays them in the end. — — It is the common 
beliei that undue and unjust taxes are keeping billions of dollars of idle capital lying 
in the banks of the country because capital is afraid to tcke excursions into new exter- 
prises of to assist in the expansion of old ones. — — — Our experience during the past 
five years bas proven conclusively that government spending can only supply temporary 
relict. There has been a steady increase in unemployment since lest September with 
scores of thousands of workers Icid off in mass production. textile. manufacturing. trans- 
portation and mining industries. The spending of vast sums in relief payments. no matter 
how necessary they may be, will not restore to the workers their jobs in those industries.” 
The Executive Council of the American Federation of Labor is quoted by Mr. 

Woll ag saying: 

“The real remedy for unemployment is the creation and maintenance of work oppor- 
tunities for working men and women in private industry.” 

Taxes on the Louisville & Nashville Railroad for 1937 were $7,746,000, or 
aimost 77% on its capital stock. and about 52% of its income before taxes were 
paid, This is a tremendous Joad on an industry Jargely under Government control 
and .admittedly essential in the public interest. This heavy tax equals about 
one-sixth of the wages paid employes for the year: thus every seventh employe 
could be said to be displaced by the tax-man.

Cattle nunbers in the 
North Central States are 
still more than 4 million 
less than the peak in 1934 
In the liquid-t’on of catt'e 
numbers resu'ting from the 
droughts of 1934 and 1936, 
nearly half the decrease 
was in the North Central 
Staees of Illinois, Indiana, 
Towa, Michigan, Minnesota, 
Missouri,, Nebraska, Ohio, 
South Dakota and Wiseon- 
sin. 

On January 1, 1984, the 
total number of cattle in 
the United States was 74,- 
262,000 conipared with 
65 930,000 on January 1. 
1938 Of the total of 8,- 
‘332,090 decrease, more 
than half, 4,354,000, was 
in the North Central Sta- 
tes. Last year there was 
in increase of only 1,000 
bead in the North Central 
States, and present num- 
bers are still 4.353,000 less 
than the 1984 peak in these 
‘States. 

In the 12 months ended 
on April 1 exports by the 
United States to the 16 
trade-agreement countries 
increased 68 6 percent over 
the average for the calen- 
dar years 1934 and 1935, 
compared with an increase 
of only 59 5 percent in the

The cutomobile access- 
ory business is the largest 
single off-shoot of this 
great industry.

While this substi- 
tution factor is extremely 
limited where the human 
body is concerned, one of 
its most practicable appli- 
cations concerns the teeth, 
states Dr. I. C. Riggin, 
State Health Commission. 

Of course, dental hy- 
giene, including daily 
mouth care and the semi- 
annual visit to the dentist’s 
office, greatly minimizes 
the need for this type of 
substitution. However, 
damage to to tooth struc- 
ture sometimes occur in 
spite of attention, not to 
mention the loss of teeth 
due to accident. More- 
over, it is equally plain 
that deliberate dental care- 
lessless or ignorance usually 
makes replacements neces- 
sary. 

If, because of disease or 
neglect, teeth must come 
out, then it is essential 
that the substitution be 
made promptly. This is 
especially true from a 
health standpoint where 
the replacement is a major 
one, such as a complete 
dental (false teeth) or 
bridge work. 

The absence of a number 
of teeth results in ineffeffi- 
cient mastication which in 
turn easily can resul in 
dodging essential foods 
which, if persisted in, re- 
sults in malnourishment. 
And under - nourishment 
opens the way to the on- 
slaught of disease.~ 

Then, too, there is the 
matter of appeurances.

Supporters hailed as the 
“greatest news to Lee 
County's 36,000 population 

ince. the discovery and 
dévelopment of the vat 
coal deposits here in 1900.” 
the. announcement from 
the Lee County Board of 
Supervisors at the close of 
their regular monthly meet- 
ing at Jonesville court- 
house, that they had ap- 
propriation of $100,000 to 
promote TVA power in 
Lee County. 

The announcement came 
asa surprise, although it 
had been botly rumored by 
county officials for many 
months that TVA power- 
would soon bea reality in 
Lee county. The approval 
of the move by citizens 
over the county seemed al- 
most general as the news 
spread fast and far. 

The board was told that 
Wise, Scott and Dickenson 
counties would immediately 
tie on to the Lee County 
TVA line which would then 
serve solidly four of the 
leading Southwest Virginia 
counties and almost a 
quarter million people 
Supervisors have speeded 
the matter in order that 
there would be no possi- 
bility of the county being 
evcluded after ail the TVA 
joad was sold. 

M. W. Kesterscn, ch: f 
man of the board of snper- 
visors was very enthusiastic 
in his endorsement of the 
power line into what he 
termed, ‘‘one of Virginia’s 
most prosperous counties, 
Lee, our own.” He said 
that the board would pro- 
mote this issue as an indi- 
vidual county unit and that 
it would serve, when com- 
pleted and in use, to greatly 
reduce the tax rate on the 
citizens of the county. 
Thuis being a cou.ty unit, 
the people served by it 
would pay their bills into 
the county instead of to a 
powercompany. The 
power rate he said, would 
be less than half the pre- 
sént rate they nuw pay to 
the present power company, 
and in most cases, would 
be as. low as.one fourth the 
amount. 

The board also agreed to 
fuly co-operate with the 
Rural, Electrification Ad- 
minigtration . whose xepre- 
senatives immediately call- 
ed a meeting of citizens 
after the endorsement of 
the board. 

They will meet at the Lee 
County Court House Fri- 
day afternoon August 12th

Thus, to be able to recog- 
nize its presence repre- 
sents a most effective 
weapon. However, when 
exposed, or a suspicion of 
exposure exists, soap and 
water vigorously applied 
to parts coming in direct! 
contact with it, such as 
bare legs, arms, hands and 
face, usually acts as @ 
preventive for those whose 
susceptibility to this type 
of poisoning is average. 
It is a procedure, how- 
ever, that is too seldom 
invoked. 

“Snake bites present a 
more involved problem. 
While many snakes are 
non-poisonous, copper= 
heats, moccasins, and 
rattlesnakes are very much 
80. Consequently, if 
journeying through woods 
one should be reasonably 
alive to the possibility of 
their presence, Care is 
especially indicated around 
rocks, logs, brush [and 
woodpiles. 

Thoughtful campers will 
include a first-aid antive- 
nin kit in their outfit. 
However, if lacking it and 
one perchance should be- 
come a snakebite victim, a 
handkerchief or garter 
may be used as a tourni- 
quet which should be 
placed above the bite. 
The tourniquet should be 
released every few minutes 
to avoid undue stoppage 
of the circulation. With 
a razor or knife blade, 
crosscut incisions a quarter 
of an inch deep and long 
should be made over each 
of the two fang. punctures 
and, if possible, the blood 
sucked from the wound. 
Medical aid should be ob- 
tained promptly. How- 
ever the victim should 
avoid running as the cir- 
culation is thereby in- 
creased and the venom 
thus spreads faster 
throughout the system.

Dental Fear 





“In spite of the great 
advances that have been 
madein dental instruments, 
local anaesthesia and oper- 
ative methods, there yet 
are many persons who 
entertain an unjustified 
fear of the dental chair: 
Unfortunately, this attitude 
influences thousands to 
postpone the visit to the 
dentist until there is actual 
pain or until an accident 
to tooth structure occurs. 
Such a fear complex not 
only is foolish but often 
produces real suffering, the 
possible loss of one or more 
teeth, an unnecessary ex- 
penditure of money and 
even serious illness,” states 
Dr. I. C.  Riggin, State 
Health Commissioner. 

It is trne that some dis- 
comfort is connected witb 
dental corrections, though 
it is more likely to be ‘ear 
of painrather than the pain 
itself. However, in view 
of the actual damage that 
can result because of delay, 
temporary inconvenience 
deserves no consideration 
whatsoever in a wise and 
economical dental program. 

Commonsense suggests 
that early discovered con- 
ditions are more readily 
and painlessly corrected 


than those that are per-| 


mitted to become aggravat- 
ed and for which a cure is 
sought as a last resort, 
The time to ferret out den- 
tal trouble, therefore, is 
before one is even aware 
that trouble exists, 

For that reason, it is ex- 
eellent practice to adopt a

Until recently record tax 
receipts tended to narrow 
the spread between income 
and outgo, creating an illus- 
ion of decreased expendi- 
tures.

Publicly owned utilities|rieg at Cumberland Gap, 


are treated identically. 
Each pays the same taxes, 
eaca must stand upon its 
own feet and raise money, 
if necessary, by the sale of 
securities on their merits 
to investors, and each is 
publicly regulated to pre- 
cisely the same degree. 

In this country, to the 
contrary, the publicly- 
owned utility is the pam- 
pered pet of politicians, 
It is subsidized from the 
public treasury. Ii is 
wholly or almost wholly 
free from taxation. It is 
subject to little or none of 
the regulation extended by 
states and the federa! 
government over privately 
owned and operated utili- 
ties. It is often given 
certain expensiae services 
sueb as accounting, mail 
franking privilege, ete. 

And, if it incurs oper- 
ating deficits, which usu- 
ally happens, the taxpay- 
ers’ money may be used to 
pay the loss. 

Our private utilities, on 
the other hand, are pub- 
licly regulated in every 
phase of their operation; 
are taxed to the hilt; re- 
ceive no favorsor gratu- 
ities from government, 
and, in addition, are cru- 
ciffed by  vote-seeking 
politicians. 

Thai's the great differ- 
ence between the Ameri- 
can and the English at- 
titude toward public 
utilities. In England, 
competition is on fair 
basis. Political consider- 
ations are ’not paramount. 
No utility is favored and 
none penalized. Here’s 
one place where we Ameri- 
‘cans can learn something 
immensely valuable from 
the English.

“Of course, it is a natural 
inclination to keep warm in 
cold weather. The diffi- 
culty arises in the ease by 
which his desire can be at- 
tained. In pioneer times, 
and for many years later, 
keeping comfortable during 
the frigid months was a 
fairly limited matter. 
Heat in most bedrooms was 
unknown; frequently only 
the living quarters and 
kitchen were supplied with 
stoves. The question of 
surplus head seldom pre- 
sented itself. 

“But today, especially ir 
cities, the central aistr:- 
bution of beat in apart- 
ments, and furnaces in pri- 
vate homes, have made not 
only heat but excess heat 
eary available. And f» 
many people it is merely a 
question of ‘letting it ride’; 
the general attitude beiny 
‘the higher the better’. 

"While thus to luxuriate 
in a tropical temperature 
undoubtedly is soothing, it 
nevertheless is foolish and 
dangerous to do so.

While social 
contacts temporarily are 
curtailed, the moderate 
sacrifices on the part of 
both those who would like 
to get in the quarantined 
home, are justified. 


Under the most favor- 
able conditions it is very 
hard to avoid epidemics, 
Hundreds of thousands of 
people, living under many 
different conditions, de- 
mand constant vigilance. 

In the face of an out- 
break of a contagious di- 
sease, the application of 
the best known scientific 
deterrents to prevent its 
spread is imperative. And 
imong these deterrents is 
quarantine. 


“Quarantine, as applied 
today, affords the neces- 
sary protection to the 
public, and at the same 
interferes with the bread- 
winning activities as‘ittle 
as possible. The dération 
vf course, differs with the 
disease involved. Gener- 
ally speaking, the period is 
determined y the length 
of time the patient re- 
mains infectious plus the 
cime that mnst elapse to 
Jetermine whether others 
in the family have con- 
tracted the disease. 


While quarantine is an 
neonvenience to those im- 
mediately concerned, it 
rarely works a real hard- 
ship. In every case the 
embarrassment is offset by 
the protection afforded to 
the neighbors and the 
ecmmunity. 


It follows that to delay 
sending for a physician or 





attempting to self-treat 
mawifestations that may 
be. contagious on the 
theory that quarantine is 
inesnvenient is to take an 
inexcusably selfish and 
dangerous attitude toward 
both the patient and the 
public. 


In the last analysis, 
quarantine while far from 
perfect is an effective 
check against generalized 
contagion.

Doring this 
period, newspapers with

rabbit hunting, seldom 
makes the headlines.
